| ly fed. The pastor. mast, there- 
itual wants. He must feed them with 
knowledge, not with science, or philosophy, 
or literary fanci ese are mere busks— 
but with the Word of God. The Bible is 
‘the great storehouse from which he must 
draw. He may not serve them with rheto- 
ric, or logic, or poetic dainties. These give 
no spiritual nurture. It is truth that edifies 
or sanctifies. Not all truth, but God’s truth, 
divine truth,—those truths that make wise 
unto salvation. He is, therefore, the best 
pastor, who is most successful in imparting 
Scriptural knowledge to his people. 

2. Skill and sympathy in the care of the 
lambs. These are the hopeful element in 
every flock. Hence every good shepherd 
has a special care for the lambs. If these 
are neglected and lost, the flock will soon 
dwindle. They, too, must be watched over 
with tender solicitude. 
3. The feeble and sickly must also share

The Old North Dutch. Chureh was the 
scene of great. attention and interest last 
Monday, 29th of April, at 4 P. M., con- 
nected with the raising of a beautiful and 
costly flag, the endeared emblem of our na- 
tional Union. The announcement bad been 
made, that the Stars and Stripes were to go 
up on the steeple of this ancient but beauti- 
ful and grand edifice, and though Col. Ells- 
worth’s Fire Brigade of Zouaves were 
marching down Broadway, two blocks off, a 
large company of ladies and gentlemen as- 
sembled to witness the spectacle. 

The fact of the church being one of the 
few surviving memorials of the Revolution 
added much to the interest of the ceremony. 
The Old Church has stood in its place nearly 
a century, and was used for a hospital, pri- 
son, and barracks, by the British soldiery, 
at the time the British army had possession 
of New York. All these things tended to 
throw around the raising of the flag upon 
its steeple unbounded enthusiasm. It was 
the spontaneous outburst of the patriotism 
of the people. 

After the introduction of the exercises, 
the National Anthem was sung: 

“ My country, ’tis of thee, 

Sweet land of liberty, 

Of thee I sing ;” 
by the great crowd, with admirable effect. 
At the same time all the windows in all the 
streets were crowded with beholders. Judge 
Woodruff, presiding, then called on Rev. 
Dr. Chambers to offer prayer. 

Rev. Dr. De Witt made some very im- 
pressive remarks, exhorting to a devotion to 
the upholding the flag as the symbol of the 
Government, the Constitution, and the laws, 
which should never falter until that flag 
should proudly float again over all the land. 
Rev. Dr. ermilye was then loudly called 
for at the conclusion of the remarks of the 
preceding speaker. 

He said he had positively been forced 
upon the stand, and told that he must speak. 
He bad not a word to say for secession, but 
as a Dutchman, he was opposed to this 
kind of coercion. After all, he could not 
find it in his heart not to say a few words 
for the Old North Church, and ‘the flag of 
his country.

If genius were disense, the, greatest men 
ought to manifest the most unmistakable 
signs of it. Yet we do not learn that Sopho- 
cles, ‘Dante, Chaucer, Shakspeare, Milton, 
Goethe, and Scott, among the poets, or Giot- 
to, Michael Angelo, Raphael, Titian, and 
Rubens, among the painters, or, Bacon, Spi- 
noza, and Kant, among philosophers, either 
claim our sorrow for their intellectual ec- 
lipse, or our pity for their eccentricities. We 
are told that men of genius are always ec- 
centric. They are always original, and 
erally much self-absorbed ;, but we be- 
ieve that there will be found among them 
very little eccentricity of the kind noticea- 
ble in .mad people. We ‘have ourselves 
known a great many people pre eminent in 
intellect, and can not reeall one who, was re- 
markable for any such eccentricity ; whereas 
we have known people whose eccentricities 
were such that their friends generally al- 
luded to them as “ half-cracked,” yet these 
people were by no means remarkable for in- 
tellectual power, | | 
That it is over-excitement, and disregard 
of the lawsof health, rather than the amount 
of cerebral power, which causes insanity of 
men of genius, may be suspected from the 
single comparison of Southey and: Words- 
worth, No one, we suppose, will for an in- 
stant question the immeasurable superiority 
of Wordsworth’s genius ; yet his long and 
laborious life was passed without a threat of 
cerebral disease; whereas — Southey 
paid the penalty of overwork. Words- 
worth was much in.the open air, taking ac- 
tive exercise. Southey lived in his study. 
‘The explanation lies there. 
Our conclusion, then, is briefty this : Gen- 
ius is health and strength, not disease and 
weakness; it is sanity and Virtue, not in- 
sanity and vice. The man of genius may 
be sickly and vicious ; but he is so by rea- 
son of a sickly body and a vacillating will;

and this will, he also possesses a splendid

Whilst the sea is yet unseen, it makes 
itself felt and beard.

From the Mercantile Gazette and Prices Current. — 


The intelligence now ¢eonstantly reaching us from 
abroad, is not adapted to inspire confidence in 
cial circles. Both inthe old world and in the new, 
preparations for war are proceeding upon a gigantic 
scale. A deep feeling of uncertainty and apprehension 
pervades the nations. All departments of trade lan- 
guish except such as relate chiefly to the equipment and 
provisioning ot armies, or the construction of fortresses 
and navies. The expenditures for these purposes are 
immense, absorbing a vast amount of capital, which is 
thus diverted from the regular channels of trade and 
applied to objects yielding no revenue. Theindebted- 
ness of national exchequers, which has been steadily in- 
creasing of late years, is in a fair way to be greatly 
augmeuted; for the leading powers of Europe at the 
present moment are in such circumstances as to render 
a further issue of Government securities imperative, 
either to meet the exigences of the hour, or such as are 
seen to be impending. Even Spain is meditating an 
outlay of £20,000,000 for national defenses and warlike 
purposes; and the poor “sick man ” Turkey asks for a 
pittance of £8,000,000 to sustain his tottering throne. 
Turning to our own country we behold the spontaneous 
offering of millions for the support of Government in 
the prosecution of war already begun ; and the national 
animosity enkindled to such a degree as betokens a 
protracted and fearful struggle. 

What great political problem is to be elucidated by 
these mighty movements it is not our purpose te en- 
quire; but as touching upon the interests of trade and 
commerce they challenge our regard. and cannot fail 
to be attended with marked results. War is not only 
unproductive but eminently wasteful. The firing of a 
Columbiad may sink the ship of an enemy with all its 
costly armament, but certainly adds nothing to the 
riches of the world. The bombardment and burning 
of a great city may be a ekilifui and brilliant achieve- 
ment, but the loss of the enemy and the expense of 
conquering him are both abstracted from the genera] 
wealth. Nothing tends more rapidly to exhaust the 
resources of a_.mation than war; France, under Louis 
XIV, was reduced by it to bankruptcy; Prussia, under 
Frederick the Great, was ruined ; Spain, after the lapse 
of half a century, is but just recovering from the utter 
prostration caused by foreign and domestic strife. 

But. not to multiply examples, although this is the 
manifest tendency of war, it is nevertheless possible for 
nations to increase in wealth despite its adverse influ- 
ences, Such has been the case with England during 
all her wars since the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury; while her public debt has augmented vastly, the 
productive energies of her people have developed an 
aggregate of wealth far surpassing the waste of war. 
And yet that waste remains a monstrous chasm in her 
prosperity, and a burden upon her industry to the 
present hour. Although the skill of her rulers and the 
patriotism of the nation have converted it nominally 
into a species of productive value representing a large 
amount ofthe floating wealth of the kingdom, we cannot 
forget that the interest upon the national debt of Eng- 
land absorbe about three-fifths of her revenue; requir- 
ing taxation for that purpose alone to the extent of 
$150,000,000 perannum. Doubtless she has an equivalent 
in national greatness acqguired—in power and renown— 
but these are values not to be estimated in the conven- 
tionalities of the Bouree. 

The prospect of civil war in the United States has 
exerted a most depressing influence upon the manufac- 
turing distric of England. Some of the establish- 
ments engaged exclusively in American trade have been 
closed altogether, others are working but three or four 
days in the week; heavy failures are announced; and, 
in short, a once extensive and profitable trade has 
suddenly dwindled to insignificant proportions. True, 
the Morril) Tariff has borne an important agency in this 
disastrous result—it began the work—bnt the general 
impression that it would remain in force only for a 
brief period had ameliorated its influence, when the 
arming of squadrons gave premonition of a more 
dreaded evil. 

The effect of war upon our National interests is rapidly 
developing. The decline of manufactures, and general 
stagnation of trade, are but the beginning of troubles. 
The withdrawal of great numbers trom the various 
departments of productive industry, while the necessary 
consumption is undiminished, will no doubt tend to 


reduce stocks and enhance prices. As an offset to this, » 


however, should hostilities be prolonged, we may ex- 


to cause their return in any considerable amount. The 


hence, the balance of trade will ultimately fall against 
us, and’the tide of specie Begin to ebb. 

The internal losses of the country will be very great. 
Asthe war is intestine al] the damage resulting from it, 


human life, will fall upon the mation. The estimated 
indebtedness of the Southern tothe Northern States 
is about $30,000,000, a large portion of which will 
doubtless be cancelled by confiscatien ; such is the tem- 
per and spirit of the Southern leaders. Already we 
read of seizures, and confiscations, and stop laws, and 
suspensions legalized, and all the judicial paraphrenalia 
of vindictive and embittered strife. Even should such 
means as these not be resorted to, the impoverishing 
results of war will do the work, and wide#pread bank- 
ruptey and ruin may be looked for. Entangling col- 
lisions with foreign powers are also to be apprehended ; 
our latest advices foreshadow contingencies of this 
pature and bid usbe on our guard. When the “ war 
path” is once entered who can reveal its issues! > 

For ultimate eventualities. however, we have no 
fears, Tbe dreadful ordeal will be passed triumphantly. 
Our country is rich; her resources are inexhaustible ;
